We are conscious that in solving each one 
of ihe present problems set forth above, 
plenty of thinking and deliberation is neces- 
sary. The difficulties can really be sur- 
mounted and the work of the Journal can be 
better systematised and stabilised. The 
Editorial Board, at their meeting recently 
held on March 11th, have discussed the 
several issues involved and are out to 
solve a few of them. It has been resolved 
to have a separate building with sufficient 
accommodation for the running of the 
Journal. Efforts will be made to have a 
larger number of subscribers and thus: 
improve its revenues. The Government also 
will be requested to enhance the grant to 
the Journal and render greater facilities for 
work. 

Our ambitions are very high. We have 
a large number of ideas and want to imple- 
ment them.

Higher Posts in Class III Cadre of Graduate Teachers 


(GOVERN BENT in their Order No. ED 169 
S.E.S. 59 of 11-3-1960 has accorded sanc- 
tion to the fixation of the ratio between the 
Higher Grade Teachers’ posts (Rs. 150-10- 
250) and the Lower Grade Teachers’ posts 
(Rs. 75-5-90-6-150-10-200) as 1:4 and 
upgrading 101 posts of the Lower Grade so 
as to bring the cadre strength in the Higher 
Grade to 315 in the Men's cadre and 62 in 
the Women’s cadre. 

This Government Order had not been given 
effect to for a year now on account of, pre- 
sumably, protracted correspondence and 
issues to be clarified. It is, therefore, very 


happy that the Department have in their 
No. E2-3170-86/60-61 of 6-3-1962 issued 
orders awarding the higher grade to 394 
teachers or inspectors in the Men's cadre and 
77 teachers in Women’s cadre retrospectively 
from 11-3-1960. The lists include “some of 
the officers who have been already officiating 
in the gazetted posts of the Department. 

Consequent on the award of this grade to 
the teachers, it has been possible to promote 
11 persons to the Gazetted cadre. The list 
of promotions is, we learn, in the course of 
issue. 


Reorient Basic Education 


I is of great importance to make the edu- 
cational system in the country activity- 
centered and production-oriented in order to 
train up young men and women to fit into 
specified vocations in a developing economy. 
From this point of view the spread of basic 
education at the primary and secondary levels 
assumes great importance. If necessary, the 
existing syllabus of basic and post-basic 
schools in both rural as well as urban areas 
should be overhauled and made more dyna- 
mic and purposive to suit local conditions. 
Please do not quarrel over words and 


phrases. If it pleases some persons, the 
word ‘basic’ can be dropped altogether. The 
essence of the: matter is that our education 
must combine humanities with creative and 
even productive work of various kinds. It 
should lay greater emphasis on social, ethical 
and national values by fostering the spirit of 
democracy, co-operation and cohesion. 

If we iail to reorient our education towards 
the basic values of life we would be instru- 
mental in poisoning the very roots of demo- 
cracy in India.

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DEVELOPMENT OF SECONDARY EDUCATION* 
By SHRI AMIYA KUMAR SEN, M.A. 


“It is time”, observed the University Edu- 
cation Commission in 1949, “we realised that 
our secondary education remains the weakest 
Ink in our educational machinery and 
needs urgent reform”. The state of affairs 
does not seem to have improved much since 
then, despite the great changes that have 
taken place in the social, political and eco- 
nomic conditions of Indian Society. Pathetic 
though it is, confusion in this field of educa- 
tion is as widespread as in the past. Our 
ineffectual reforms have served to swell the 
number of schools but they have failed to 
make them more efficient and more inspiring. 
And the consequences are serious. The 
most valuable years of the life of the student 
are wasted. By the time our young boys 
and girls go to Universities, they become 
dulled in mind and spirit and lose all zeal 
for intellectual work. But then, what are 
the causes of this deplorable state of affairs ? 
Obviously the causes are manifold. It is not 
possible for me here to deal with all of them. 
I can only give you an indication of the 
nature of factors which lie at the root of 
our malady. What is primarily amiss with 
us is that we lack apprehension of the sort 
of result we wish our education to achieve. 
Unless we know definitely whither we are 
moving we cannot infuse life into our edu- 
cational process. Unfortunately, all these 
years since Independence we have been 
following a policy of drift. Indeed educa- 
tion seems to be divided between conflicting 
demands it is called upon to meet. The 
powers that be, despite their professions to 
the contrary, expect it to meet primarily the 
requirements of man-power in the different 
grades of our economic life and to develop 
a strong sense of national obligation in the 
young. Ordinary people regard it as a 
means for improving their economic status. 
The leisured class wants education to turn 
their sons and daughters into ‘cultured 
gentlemen’ and ‘fine ladies. Under the 
strain of these conflicting pulls education 
wears off in vital'ty and fails to minister to 
the needs of those for whom it is meant— 
young boys and girls. What we need to

realise is that we are building up а demo- 
cratic social order. Such an order is based 
on an optimistic view of human nature and 
human potentialities and respect for human 
values. 


The supreme purpose of education is to 
help the development of a man’s personality 
to the fullest height of his possibility. It 
must, however, be realised that the task is 
not an easy one. We have to remember that 
when we are dealing with young boys and 
Erls we are dealing with delicate and sensi- 
tive living organisms. They have natural 
cravings for expansion and growth. True 
education consists in stimulating that growth. 
It must lead them towards the fulfilment of 
their personality. It is solely this motive 
that should inspire our choice of teaching 
materials and teaching methods. 


Every individual is a unique personality 
and his growth proceeds in a rythmic fashion. 
If we are to achieve good results, we have 
to keep a careful watch over the personality 
traits of every individual pupil and adapt our 
educational process accordingly so that in 
might suit the different levels of his deve- 
lopment. While doing all this it is impera- 
tively necessary to sustain the interest of 
the scholar in his subjects by the constant 
evocation of his curiosity. This is all the 
more important at the secondary level 
because we are dealing with adolescents who 
аге working for precise knowledge. If the 
educator is not skilful and the syllabus is 
overloaded with details, all the natural 
interests of the pupils will be wiped out. 
They will grow into stunted beings devoid 
of creative impulses. It is precisely in this 
respect that our failure is patent. We have 
not made any scrious attempts at assessing 
systematically the attainments and interests 
of pupils through the successive stages of 
their education. Without such assessment 
we have no information about them on which 
we can base their education. We simply 
grope in the dark and more often than not, 
adopt wrong methods resulting in the frus- 
tration of the developing intellect of the 
pupil. If we are to stop this avoidable 
wastage of human potentialities, a system of 
maintaining records giving comprehensive 
information about the pupil’s aptitudes and 
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development should be introduced in all our 
schools. : 

Another serious defect from which our 
educational system suffers is that it is exami- 
nation-centred. The established system of 
examination by which we test the ability 
of the pupil serves to excite combative or 
competitive instincts rather than develop 
co-operative habits so badly needed by 
our society, splintered as it is by conflicts 
of self-interest. If our boys and girls are 
to take their proper places in different 
spheres of our democratic society in future, 
they must, from the very beginning of their 
educational career, be trained in habits of 
social intercourse and co-operation through 
pleasurable group activities. 

All this discussion brings us to the problem 
of the teacher. The teacher is the most 
important single factor in the whole educa- 
tional scheme. His is the responsibility of 
inspiring the live minds of the young. His is 
the responsibility of directing their naturel 
urges into creative channels. His is the res- 
ponsibility of inculcating in them rational 
habits and of instilling into their minds right 
attitudes towards life. He has the duty of 
developing in them a spirit of free enquiry 
and creative activit'es., The teacher, who is 
not willing to perform all these tasks, can- 
not be called a true teacher. Obviously the 
responsibilities of the teacher are onerous 
and require much imagination for their pro- 
per performance. If he is to quicken the 
lively minds of the young he should himself 
be a personality alive at all points. If he 
is io prepare the pupil for life's adventure 
he should be aware of the fundamental 
human values that can alone make life signi- 
ficant. Above all he should have love for 
his subject and feel warm affection for his 
pupils. 

It may be remembered in this connection 
that the true wealth of a nation consists in 
its wealth of manhood. Even for the success 
of the Five-Year Plans it is necessary that 
they should be manned by people who can 
rise above the temptations and vicissitudes 
of life and can selflessly contribute their 
best towards the development of Society. 
Without such a manhood it is not possible 
for any nation to progress towards a proper 

development of its socio-economic life. Such 
a manhood can be developed only by effective 
education in all its stages. If the teacher is 
to be the pivot of such educational recon- 
struction, it is necessary, that the proper type 


' amenities ? 
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of talents should be attracted towards the 
teaching profession: Have we been able to 
do so ? Is it not a fact that the teaching pro- 
fession has been socially degraded and eco- 
nomically deprived of its due share of 
Commissions have come and 
gone. But their recommendations for the 
improvement of social and other amenities 
of teachers have not as yet been realised. 
It is necessary that the teacher as an import- 
ant factor in the socio-economic progress of 
the nation should have that place in Society 
and the State which he deserves. A discon- 
tented teacher can never contribute his best 
towards the education of a nation; and the 
State as well as the people of the country 
should see to it that he not only has a living 
wage but is placed above the anxieties of 
life. He should be adequately protected 
against sickness, accident and old age. 

It has often been urged that a teacher 
should not take part in tne surging national 
life around him. I, for one, cannot subscribe 
to that point of view. In order that he 
might render true service to Society it is 
necessary that the teacher should not only 
study the movements of thought and action 
about him, but should try to be in contact 
with the same so that his mind, enriched by 
such experience, might contribute its share 
to the creation of an atmosphere of, social 
life in the school itself. But I feel txat he 
should not take an active part in agitational 
approach towards the problems around him ; 
for such an active part will tend to befog his 
mind and prevent him from developing a 
spirit of impartial enquiry and objective 
evaluation of the various issues. 

We should not, however, forget that we, 
teachers, have our responsibilities as well as 
our rights. The community should secure 
for us, teachers, the social and other ameni- 
lies necessary for a whole-hearted devotion 
towards our work in the sphere of educa- 
tional progress. We, on our part, should also 
be conscious of our own responsibilities 
towards the netion and specially to the youths 
of ihe nation who will ultimately become 
future citizens of the country. We should 
remember that to us has been assigned the 
Significant work of educating the youth of 
the country in such a way that they all 


` become sound in body, refined in mind and 


elevated in soul. Ours is the duty of deve- 
loping selflessness, self-initiative and self- 
expression in our students. It is for us to 
train and prepare our students by social 
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enterprises to take their places in the social 
whole and help them to be creative as well 
as co-operative, so that their potentialities 
might be developed for the maximum service. 
of Society. Such a mental development in 
the students is possible only if and when a 
teacher is a shining example before his stu- 
dents and there is no incompatibility between 
precept and practice. I feel that along with 
a character of rights for teachers there should 
be formulated a code of conduct for the 
teaching profession—a code which every 
teacher should make a part of his life and 
activities. 

The school, although a part of the commu- 
nity, is not the whole of it and the character- 
building of students, which is a vital part of 
the educational process, is as much dependent 
upon his activities in school as upon his acti- 
vities elsewhere. His activities outside the 
school is, to a very great extent, conditioned 
by the social environment in the midst of 
which he lives, It is not possible for us to 
formulate any scheme for the changes in the 
social structure necessary to make it con- 
ducive to the object of character-building 
which we have placed before us. But there 
is one part of the social structure which is 
directly and most intimately connected with 
educational institutions. I mean the family. 
The parents, I am sure, are as much con- 
cerned with the imparting of the right type 
of education to their adolescent boys and 
girls as the teachers themselves. But do we 
find in our present condition of education 
in the different stages the intimate relation- 


‘ship between the guardians and teachers ? 


Is it not a fact that the guardians seem to 
rest content with simply sending their 
children and wards to schools and colleges 
and leaving it to the teachers to do the rest ? 
They seem to forget that those adolescent 
boys and girls are in school only for 4 or 5 
hours a day while during the rest of their 
time they are subjected to various external 
influences which may often make them 
undisciplined and anti-social. It is very 
difficult, if not impossible, to build up the 
character of students without the help and 
co-operation of the guardians concerned. A 
scheme should be formulated by which this 
intimate contact between the teachers and 
guardians might be established. Attempts 
should be made to instil into the minds of 
the guardians a sense of creative conscious- 
ness regarding the educational developmen 
of their wards. 


The Mudaliar Commission visualised that 
“the secondary school of the future must be 
transformed into an Activity school, because 
activity has an irresistible appeal for every 
normal child and is his natural path to the 
goal of knowledge and culture”, “The school 
will, no doubt, be a community, but it will 
be a small community within a larger com- 
munity.......... There will also be a close 
parent-teacher association in the school.... 
«not the usual kind of formal relationship 
which means inviting the parents to the 
School once or twice a year on the occasion 
of the Prize Distribution or the Parents' Day, 
but continuous contact and exchange of ideas 
which will help them to understand each 
other's point of view. They will thus learn 
to co-operate in the common task of giving 
a better, more rational and more sympathetic 
deal to the children.” This Parent-Teacher 
Association should not be limited to rare and 
special occasions and to the sharing of mutual 
complaints and grievances but should result 
in a better understanding between them and 
in, reconciling their ideas and values so that, 
as far as possible, the same kind of motives, 
methods and impulses may play on the for- 
mation of the students’ character at home as 
in the school. 

I endorse the recommendations of the Edu- 
cational Vocation Guidance Conference held 
in Siliguri in 1956, that :— 

(1) Every Multi-purpose School should 
have a Parent-Teacher Association to facili- 
tate contact with parents. 

(2) Attempts should be made by the school 
to establish personal contacts with parents 
through home visits, periodical meetings and 
conference and correspondence. 

(3) The Central Bureau, in collaboration 
with the All-India Council for Secondary 
Education, should prepare model literature in 
the form of brochures and short pamphlets 
for orientation of parents in regard to the 
aims and objectives of Multi-purpose Higher 
Secondary Schools and the situation of choice 
of curricula in the class by their children. 

(4) Broadcasts for parents and employers 
should be organised by the All-India Radio 
in collaboration with the State Bureau. 

(5) Group-contact should be established 
with parents and employers for general 
orientation through Career Conferences to be 
organised by the school at least once a year. 

Many of the difficulties which we are to 
face in connection with the problems of the 


- development of Secondary Education are, we 
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feel, due to the fact that education in ils 
different stages, has been compartmentalised. 
There are different authorities for the control 
and supervision of Primary, Secondary and 
University Education. The result has been 
a marked discontinuity in the educational 
process. From personal experience I can say 
that boys and girls, after completing the 
primary stage of education, find themselves 
completely at sea when they come to second- 
ary schools and it requires at least six months 
for them to adjust themselves to the change 
of environment in the secondary schools. 
The same is the case with students who join 
colleges after their secondary education. We 
seem to have forgotten that education is a 
continuous process. There should be a conti- 
nuity and the syllabi of the different stages 
of education should be co-ordinated into one 
integrated whole. Efforts have already been 
made for such co-ordination, but so far as 
the hiatus between the secondary education 
and the university education is concerned 
they have not been successful. There is 
also little co-ordination in the framing of 
the syllabi of the different subjects of edu 
cation. The syllabi in the different subjects 
have been framed by committees of experts. 
The result is that they have not taken into 
consideration the total cumulative burden 
of different syllabi on the adolescent boys 
and girls. I frequently come into contact 
with students of secondary schools. I have 
felt that parts of the syllabi are far above 
the mental development of the students 
concerned and that most of them strive to 
force information down into the minds of 
the students rather than rouse their interest 
in the subjects. In my opinion, proper con- 
sideration should be given to the mental age 
of the students before drawing up syllabi 
and that, instead of overcrowding their minds 
with information, salient features of the sub- 
ject which can rouse their interest should be 
included. I have also found that the syllabi 
ere sometimes vague, with the result that 
writers of text-books very often introduce 
aspects of the subjects which are proper for 
higher stages of education into the text- 
books for Higher Secondary Schools. Now 
that the experimental stage is almost over, 
the time has come to revise the syllabi of 
the Higher Secondary courses in the light of 
experience. Another difficulty with regard 


to the syllabi is that neither the students nor- 
the teachers know how Їаг they have to 
know about any particular subject. АП 
these considerations have led me to urge the 
iniroduction of text-books instead of syllabi 
at the different stages of education, for such 
text-books will give the students and the 
teachers a definite idea about the scopo and 
extent of their knowledge. It has been sug- 
gested the text-books should be nationalised 
by the.State. The acceptance of this sug- 
gestion will, I am afraid, lead to stagnation 
and not progress. A monopolised text-book 
will lead to  regimentation instead of 
encouraging an originality of approach to the 
subject concerned. It is better that text- 
books should have a competitive market so 
that the best ones might be discovered 
through such competition. To realise the 
ideal of an integrated course of studies and 
a continuous process of education I feel that 
every State should have a National Council 
of Education composed of distinguished edu- 
cationists who, in an advisory capacity, might 
make their contribution towards the formula- 
tion of all future plans of education. So long, 
educational policies and educational pro- 
grammes have been imposed from above— 
a fact which has led to much of disorganisa- 
tion of educational planning. Such dis- 
organisation is inevitable if people who are 
in intimate contact with the student world, 
—who have spent all their lives in directing 
ihe educational process, are not consulted 
before such educational schemes and pro- 
grammes are decided upon. Planning should 
come from below and not from above and 
I plead that teachers should have the primary 
say in matters of educational plannings. As 
a worker in the scheme for the socio-econo- 
mic regencration of the country, the teacher 
should have an effective voice in the shaping 
of educational policy and in the administra- 
tion and control of institutions concerned 
with the implementation of such policy. 

The problems before us are multifarious 
and complicated. These problems are to be 
dispassionately discussed and conclusions 
conductive to improvement of secondary edu- 
cation arrived at, so that educational recon- 
struction so necessary for the national pro- 
gress may be placed on a sound and scientific 
basis. 
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SOME THOUGHTS ON PRIMARY EDUCATION*

I" order to understand the full implications 
of the task of Primary Education, one 
should try to find out what true education is. 
Education has been defined in various ways 
and the definition has varied according 
to times and climes. Of all such definitions 
the one by Professor Huxley, I think, is the 
most notable and suitable. In his words, 
“That man, I think, has had a liberal edu- 
cation who has been so trained in youth that 
his body is the ready servant of his will and 
does with ease and pleasure all the work that 
as a mechanism it is capable of ; whos: intel- 
lect is a clear, cold, logic engine with all its 
parts of equal strength and in smooth work- 
ing order.... whose mind is stored with a 
knowledge of the fundamental truths of 
nature whose passions are trained to come 
to heel by a vigorous will the servant of 
tender conscience. ... who has learnt to hate 
all vileness and to respect others as himself.” 
Primary Education which had been under- 
stood till very recently to mean the imparting 
of the rudiments of knowledge needs a fresh 
definition. It has also been taken ta mean 
that education which a child receives during 
the first few years of his schooling. Article 
45 of the Constitution of India lays down that 
free and compulsory education should be pro- 
vided for all children in the Country until 
they complete the age of fourteen. Thus the 
Constitution envisages a duration of 8 years 
for free and compulsory education. Hence 
we can safely regard all the education which 
a child receives during the first seven or 
eight years of school-going as “Primary” 
education. -This period varies from State to, 
State in India but during last few years 
opinion has been veering round to favour a 
period of seven years. The Indian National 
Congress expressed in 1938 at the Haripura 
Session that free and compulsory education 
should be provided for seven years on a 
nation-wide scale. Again for convenience, 
this period can be divided into two parts, the 
first four years as lower-primary and the 
remaining three years as upper-primary.

AIMS 
Having come to a general agreement about 
the duration of the course, it now remains 
to consider what should be the conteuts of 
education which a child should receive during 
the first seven years of its school-life, In 
the words of Mahatma Gandhi: "By edu- 
cation I mean an all-round drawing out of 
the best in child and man—body, mind and 
spirit. Literacy is not the end of education, 
nor even the beginning. It is only one of 
the means whereby men and women can be 
educated. Literacy in itself is no education." 
But literary training is not excluded by him. 
*No course of primary instruction would be 
considered complete that did not include 
reading, writing and arithmetic.” Only, - 
reading and writing would come a little 
later. Again, “true education of intellect 
can only come through a proper exercise and 
training of the bodily organs, e.g.. hands, 
feet, eyes, ears, nose, etc. In other words 
an intelligent use of the bodily organs in a 
child provides the best and quickest way of 
developing his intellect. But unless the 
development of mind and body goes hand in 
hand with a corresponding awakening of the 
soul, the former alone would prove to be a 
poor top-sided affair. By spiritual training 
I mean education of the heart. A proper 
and all-round development of the mind, 
therefore, can take place only when it pro- 
ceeds pari passu with the education of the 
physical and spiritual faculties of the child. 
They constitute an indivisible whole." 
CONTENTS 
The aims which have been set forih as the 
goal of primary education lead us to examine 
what its contents should be. There is very 
“little difference of opinion in this direction. 
Mother-tongue, Mathematics, Social Studies, 
General Science, Drawing are the subjects 
to be taught during the Primary stage with 
provision for Physical Education. 'The pro- 
per teaching of the mother-tongue is the 
foundation of all education, Without the 
capacity to speak effectively and to read and 
write correctly and lucidly, no one can 
develop precision of thought or clarity of 
ideas. Moreover, “It is a means of intro- 
ducing the child to the rich heritage of his. 
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people’s ideas, emotions and aspirations, and 
can, therefore, be made valuable means of 
Social Education, whilst also instilling right 
ethical and moral values.” But it is a pity 
to find that there are many schools in India 
where children are educated in the primary 
stages not through their mother-tongue but 
through a foreign language. Is it not an 
irony that such types of schools are patron- 
ized liberally by the several State Govern- 
ments? Is it not an anomalous hang-over 
from a slavish past? And will it not instil 
into young minds some kind of extra-terri- 
torial loyalties to the detriment of national 
dignity and integrity ? I am not referring 
to the education of children whose mother- 
tongue is English and the schools intended 
for them, but to the large number of children 
whose mother-tongue is an Indian language 
but who are educated through a foreign 
language even to-day. d 
That for other subjects, mother-tongue 
should be the medium of instruction is 
almost beyond controversy. Even an ardent 
advocate of English language, Shri C. Subra- 
maniam, Minister for Education to the Gov- 
ernment of Madras, in his Presidential 
Address at the last All-India Educational 
Conference, referred to the recommendation 
of the Secondary Education Commission that 
the mother-tongue or the regional language 
should only be the medium of instruction 
throughout the Secondary School stage and 
observed that was the policy in vogue in all 
the States and there was nobody who advo- 
cated the change of medium into English 
at the Secondary level. What is true of 
Secondary Education should apply with 
greater force to Primary Education. Yet one 
is deeply pained to note that instruction even 
in the primary stages is given through 
English even to children whose mother- 
tongue is not English and such schools are 
not only helped liberally by the several State 
Governments but also held in high esteem. 
The place of English in the field of Pri- 
mary Education has been the subject of some 
difference of opinion among educationists of 
India. The original framer of the scheme 
of Basic Education did not provide for the 
teaching of English during the seven years of 
Primary Education. But the Assessment 
Committee on Basic Education which visited 
.the various States, inspected several Basic 
Schools and consulted a number of persons, 
both educationalists and administrators, has 
come to the conclusion “that so long as 


English is required in High Schools, provi- 
sion may be made for the teaching of English 
jn the senior grades of Basic Schools on an 
optional basis". Some States are introducing 
the teaching and study of English even in the 
junior grades of Basic Schools. In my 
opinion, it is highly improper, if not harmful, 
to teach English to children in the lower pri- 
mary schools, i:e., in Standards T to IV and 
it may be taught on an optional basis in 
Standards V to VII. 

Another subject of controversy in the 
curriculum has been the place of Hindi in 
the Scheme of Primary Education. The 
original sponsors of the Basic Scheme of 
education assigned to Hindi, the place of a 
compulsory second language in the upper 
‘grades of Primary Education, i.e., in Stand- 
ards V to VII. But if English is to be 
taught compulsorily during this period the 
load on the pupils will become increased : 
a via media is to be found and the three 
language formula envisaged by the Union 
Government for Secondary Schools and 
endorsed at the Chief Ministers’ Conference 
may be tried in the upper standards of pri- 
mary schools, ie., in Standards V to VII. 
But the standard of attainment in both these 
languages could not be the same as the 
protagonists of each of these languages would 
like it to be. . E 


METHOD 


The aims stated above and the contents 
to be achieved lead us to the incscapable 
problem of methods to be followed. As early 
as 1938, the Indian National Congress was 
of the opinion that “throughout the period of 
the first seven years of a child's education, 
education should centre round some form of 
manual and productive work, and all other 
activities to be developed and training to be 
given should, as far as possible, be integrally 
related to the central handicraft chosen with. 
due regard to the environment of the child." 
This principle was also accepted by Western 
educationists in what is known as Wood-— 
Abbot Report on General and Vocational 
Education. The Central Advisory Board of 
Education set up by the Government of 
India of Pre-Independence days also gave 
its general approval to the Scheme. ‘This 
Scheme of Craft-centred education is gene- 
rally known by the name of "Basic Edu- 
cation". This Scheme has now been intro- 
duced in all the States of India in varying

degrees. The draft outline of the Third 
Five-Year Plan states that it has been already 
decided to model all clementary schools on 
the basic pattern. I do not propose to enter 
into the merits and demerits of this Scheme 
of education. But I shall be failing in my 
duty if I do not place before you some of 
the facts relating thereto. First of oll, in 
my opinion, the Scheme is beyond the range 
of controversy for the principle has been 
accepted as a sound one by all educationists, 
Eastern as well as Western, Indian as well 
as Foreign. In the words of the Assessment 
Committee on Basic Education, “Whatever 
may be the direction of social development 
in India, Basic Education would be better 
for the country than the book-centred and 
enfeebling system of elementary education. 
Whether India chooses to go the way of 
simpler life of Sarvodaya or the way cf the 
more complex life of industrialisation and 
socialism, a few generations nurtured in, 
Basic Education would more vigorously help 
in creating the New India than anything 
else”. 


"TEACHERS 


The efficiency of any educational system 
can be determined or ensured only by the 
quality of the teacher. Unless a satisfactory 
supply of suitably qualified teachers is forth- 
coming, the money spent on education will be 
almost entirely wasted. Commonsense sup- 
ported by experience leaves little room for 
doubt that if the teaching service is to secure 
adequate supply of the right type of people 
it must offer practical attraction comparable 
with those which other branches of the public 
services offer to their members. 


Teaching, if properly done, is exacting both 
on body and mind; the conditions under 
which teachers often have to live in a coun- 
try like India isolate them from social ame- 
nities and from intellectual atmosphere and 
companionship; the raw material on which 
they work, the bodies and minds of children, 
is not merely the most valuable asset of the 
community but, is also of such a nature that 
once spoiled, can hardly ever be repaired. 
Hence of all servants of the public the 
teacher should be the best rewarded and the 
most esteemed. But as Professor Humayun 
Kabir, Union Minister for Scientific Research 
and Cultural Affairs, observed only recently, 


— 


it is a shame and disgrace that an average 
primary teacher receives a salary less than 
a Chauffeur's. The essential precondition 
for the establishment of an efficient teaching 
service is to pay the teacher a decent salary. 
This salary should be the same for the same 
qualification throughout the length and 
breadth of this vast country. Special stations 
and costly cities should have special and 
compensatory allowances added to the uni- 
form salary. $ 
CONDITIONS OF SERVICE 

The minimum educational qualifications 
for a primary teacher should. be the posses- 
sion of a Matriculation certificate or its 
equivalent. Evety teacher must be trained. 
Educationists believe there is a technique or 
art of teaching which can be learnt and 
therefore before a person is allowed to 
operate on human material, he or she should 
acquire the necessary mastery over this 
technique. Another pre-requisite for the 
establishment and maintenance of an effici- 
ent teaching service is the provision of 
attractive conditions of service. All recog- 
nised teaching service should ultimately 
become pensionable and pension funds should 
be established in States where they do not 
at present exist. Further, when teachers are 
transferred from one school to another or 
when they seck change of service from one 
agency into another, the period which they 


‘have spent in recognised service should be 


taken into account in determining their 
salaries in the new school or agency. Sick- 
leave, size of classes, hours of work, holidays, 
etc., should also be definitely fixed in the 
conditions of service. But the most import- 
ant desideratum is the security of service 
for members of the teaching profession. 
Every recognised teacher in every school 
recognised by a State or its agency should 
be governed by the same rules as any other 
employee of that State Government in all 
matters regarding termination of service, 
retirement, suspension, dismissal, etc. If 
India wants her children to be taught pro- 
perly, if India is to be considered really 
respectable and equal to other civilised 
nations, she must be prepared to pay her 
teachers an equitable remuneration and a 
fair deal, treating them on a par with 
employees of the Government in other 
departments and offices.

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NEWS 


1. Gujarat—During 1948, the Bombay 
State Government, when Shri B. G. Kher 
was the Chief Minister, adopted a policy of 
abolishing the study of English in standards 
V, VI and VII. For nearly twelve years 
the Bombay Government, in spite of opposi- 
tion, adhered to this policy and it has now 
been considered that it was a detriment to 
thousands of students in Maharashtra as well 
as Gujarat. The Maharashtra Government 
reintroduced the study of English from 
Standard V from June 1960 soon after the 
New State came into being. The State of 
Gujarat is of the opinion that the four years 
of intensive study of English from Standard 
VIII would enable students to reach the 
same standard of achievement Maharashtra 
expects in seven years of study. But an 
agitation has been set up in Gujarat for 
introducing English in the V Standard itself. 
The Annual Conference of the Heads of 
Secondary Schools, held in Gujarat recently 
has passed a strongly-worded resolution in 
this regard. It is also announced that 
Shri Thakore Bhai S. Thakore, President of 
the Gujarat State Teachers’ Associaton will 
lead a peaceful campaign in this behalf. The 
motive behind this can never be anything 
but the good of the pupils in the Secondary 
Schools of Gujarat and of the future pros- 
perity of the State. 

2. Dharwar—Shri D. C. Pavate, Vice- 
Chancellor of the Karnataka University and 
an ex-D.P.I. of the Old Bombay State has 
been stressing on the Governments of the 
need for a change in the policy of prescrib- 
ing Text-Books. It is his opinion that the 
policy of nationalising Text-Books is bound 
to be defeated ; for every teacher may not 
use the books in the way desired by Gov- 
ernment even if they are nationalised and 
prepared to a set standard and pattern. For 
it is the teacher who will be ult mately 
using them. Не poses a question as to what 
guarantee there will be that Government- 

made Text-Books are not likely to be as bad 
as or even worse than those prepared by 
private agencies or individual authors. His 
solution is that books may be called for and 
well scrutinised by Government. Utmost 
rigour may be prescribed for such scrutiny 
and the best books so selected may be sanc- 
tioned for use in schools. 

3. New Dell:—School Health Committee 
—The School Health Committee has recom- 
mended that the School Health Service should 
form part and parcel of the General Health 


Service of the Community and that the 
standards of health of Primary School 
children should be improved immediately by 
providing (1) a mid-day meal in the schools 
at a cost of 10nP. per meal to all the 
40 million primary school children in the 
6-11 age group in the country, (2) medical 
inspection of the children in the same age- 
group and (3) correlational treatment to all 
the school-going children, with readjustment 
of internal resources, public contributions 
апа external assistance. 

To assist Government in the formulation 
of the schemes for inclusion in the Third 
Five-Year Plan, the Committee submitted 
its interim proposals already. Some of the 
proposals have been already given effect to 
a limited extent. Some State Governments 
have provided School Health Services though 
not on a comprehensive basis. 

Regarding School Health Services, the 
Committee says that all children should be 
provided this service for the proper develop- 
ment of their personality and their well- 
being. | 

Due to limited resources, the | School 
Health Service for the present bé made 
available to the primary school children 
between 6 and 11 years of age. 

It holds the present system of Medical 
Inspection of children unsatisfactory because 
it is carried out in a perfunctory manner, 
remedial fac'lities, not being available and 
there being lack of follow-up work. № 

4. Gujarat—Free and Compulsory Edu- 
cation—The Gujarat Compulsory Primary 
Education Act 1961 provides a uniform Law 
for the whole State for the purpose of free 
and compulsory education. It makes it 
obligatory for every Local: Authority to 
provide for free and compulsory education 
for children ordinarily resident within its 
jurisdiction. The Act also provides for the 
education of a child suffering from a physical 
or mental defect to attend a special school 
within a prescribed distance from the res'- 
dence of the child. It also makes provi- 
sion for the education of a child, who, due 
to economic or other circumstances of its 
family, is unable to attend ап epproved 
schoo}. The Act also mentions that, who- 
soever knowingly takes into hisjemployment 
eny child for whom Primary Education is 
compulsory, so as to interfere with the edu- 
cation of the child, will on conviction, be 
punished with a fine, 
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EDUCATIONAL NOTES 
By SHRI D. VISWESWARAIYA 


Education of the Physically Handicapped 


DE K. L. SHRIMALI, delivering the 
inaugural áddress on the occasion of 
the Ist National Seminar of the physically 
handicapped recently in Bangalore, spoke 
about the particular significance of the 
Seminar. Physically handicapped persons 
are found in every society and they became 
handicapped for a variety of reasons. Some 
are born-handicapped. Some become handi- 
capped on account of serious illness or mal- 
nutrition. Some are handicapped by acci- 
dents at home, at work or in defence of their 
country. It is now realised that though 
people became handicapped in one or two 
capacities, they are quite fit otherwise. In 
fact, nature compensates by strengthening 
the powers of other faculties. In the United 
States of America, over e'ght million men 
and women with physicel impairments are 
now usefully employed in various capacities. 
This is a living proof that the handicapped 
are competent, dependable, loyal апа 
capable of working. 

The aim of a modern system of rehabilita- 
tion is to restore the disabled as nearly as 
possible to the economic and social position 
which they would have occupied but for 
their disability. 


For the last six years, the Government of 
India have been awarding scholarships to 
the blind, the deaf and the orthopzedically 
handicapped students for general education 
as well as for technical and professional 
training. Pilot employment exchanges for 
the physically handicapped have now been 
established and the Government is giving 
serious consideration to the question of 
facilitating the entry of physically handi- 
capped persons into public services. 

There is a growing consciousness in our 
country of our obligations to the underpri- 
vileged. The level of civilisation of a Society 
is usually judged by the way it deals with 
the weaker scctions of the community. It is 
absolutely essential, however, that every 
citizen should be made aware of his obliga- 
tions in this regard. They do not ask for 
compassion but for an intelligent apprecia- 
tion of their problems. They do not ask for 
charity but for opportunities. They ask not 
for privilege, but for employment in accord- 
ance with their potential capacities and apti- 
tudes. This is a basic human right and a 
democratic human society cannot deny them. 


Role of Soviet Women in the Life of the Country 


EVER before in mankind's history have 

women played such an important role 

in the life of society as they now play in 

the Soviet Union, whose peoples are build- 

ing communism, says Muraviova, Chairman 

of the Central Auditing Commission of the 
CPSU in PRAVDA. 

Muraviova's article is devoted to the Inter- 
national Women's Day—March 8. The author 
notes that bourgeois politicians proclaim the 
equality of women only on paper, while 
carrying out constant discrimination against 
them. 

In the United States the share of women 
in social production does not exceed one- 
third. In the USSR, as shown by the 1959 
population census, this share amounts to 
48%. 

Nonna Muraviova says that one-third of 
the Soviet engineers, one-half of the country’s 
executives and national economy specialists 
are women. The share of Soviet women 
among scientific workers accounts for 36%. 
As compared to this, the women account for 
only 1% of engineers in the United States 
and for up to 3% of the total number of 
scientists. Whereas 50% of all the students 
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schools of the Soviet Union are girls, this 
percentage in the United States equals to 
only 36, in Italy—29, in the FRG—26, and 
in Japan—13. 

Recalling that in tsarist Russia 88% of the 
women were illiterate, the numbers in indus- 
try and construction accounted for only 13% 
of all the labour force, Nonna Muraviova 
Stressed that in this respect, too, the Soviet 
Union has made a giant stride forward. 

Speaking about the political rights of 
women, the author notes that in Switzerland, 
the country of classic bourgeois democracy, 
women do not have voting rights to this day. 
There are only 19 women among 537 mem- 
bers of the American Congress. In France 
there are only eight women in the French 
National Assembly. 

In contrast to that, 366 women are deputies 
of the highest legislative body of the Soviet 
Union—the Supreme Soviet of the USSR— 
which exceeds the number of the women 
Parliament Members in all the capitalist 
countries combined. 

Nonna Muraviova notes in conclusion that 
at the present stage of development of the 
Soviet society, the role of women has

K. Basavaiya, 
District Educational Officer, Tumkur, the 
following resolutions were passed :— 
1. The Director of Public Instruction be 
requested to kindly recommend to Govern- 


ment one post of Higher Grade of at least 
Rs. 150-10-200 to all the Headmasters of big 
Middle Schools by upgrading the present 
scale of Rs. 80-150 and to provide chances 
for promotion to senior Middle School 
teachers, as in the case of II Division clerks. 

2. The Director of Public Instruction be 
requested to recommend to Government for 
the grant of two advance increments to those 
who have stagnated in the maximum pay 
for more than: one year. 

3. The Municipal President be requested 
to provide sites at up-set prices to teachers 
and a teachers’ colony be established. 

4. The Director of Public Instruction be 
requested to select the Deputy Inspectors on 
the basis of merit. 

5. The Director of Public Instruction be 
requested to absorb all the part-time Hindi 
teachers who have put in three or more 
years of service as full-time teachers.

This book has 


been written to provide a counselling frame .- 


of reference from which he can provide 
primarily developmental Counselling help to 


. young people in' Secondary Schools, The 


main feature of the book is the practical 
way in which a frame of reference has been 
provided and its applications are discussed 
and illustrated. To arrive at a decision 
Serious constructive thought is necessary. 
One of the most important of the functions 
and the greatest potential contributfon of-a 
school counsellor is counselling per se. Fur- 
ther, all non-counselling guidance procedures 
which make valuable contributions of their 
own should all facilitate counselling efforts. 
Counsellors have to, in fact, spend more 
time counselling with students than in other 
guidance activities, 

In this process, the study of each pupil in 
as best a manner as possible is the essence. 
Evaluation of pupils is possible only on the 
basis of scientific data, cumulative Record 
Sheets, personal information, intellectual 
and academic achievement cards and relation- 
ships with fellow-students and many other 
such factors which throw a great light in 
assigning and evaluating a pupil's abilities, 

The author makes out a strong plea to have 
a separate Counselling Department with its 
own office room in every Secondary School 
under expert charge so that systematic work 
may become possible. Counselling interviews 
have {о take place periodically and the 
established techniques and procedures have 
io be strictly followed. 

In the several chapters of the book, the 
above aspects have been discussed in 2 
scientific way. In Chapters 1 and 2, the coun- 
selling responsibilities and the frame of 
reference are discussed with particular refer- 
ence to a few case studies. The frame is 
divided into the six sub-headings. Decision- 
making Construct, Conflict, Assertions, Dis- 
confirmations, Tension and Redundancy. 
Chapter 3 deals with the processes of com- 
munication, both verbal and non-verbal. 
Chapier 4 gives a general perspective of 
counselling interviews and Chapter 5 discusses 
the counselling techniques. These exist more 
as categories than as methods. The tech- 
niques are abstractions to help the reader 
understand the material presented. Chap- 
ter 6 discusses the frequent counselling 
tasks. In Chapter 7 the author shows how 
the non-counselling guidance procedures con- 
tribute to a Scientific Assessment of an 


indjvidual. “Counselling Research and 
Development” is the last chapter wherein 
the author ‘suggests several Research Pro- 
jects that can be undertakeen locally and 
gives constructive guidance in this regard. 

A reading of the book discloses the rich 
potentialities of this new Scientific handling 
of the young boys and girls who pass 
through the Secondary Schools. It is in the 
Conservation of the talents and intelligence 
of this group that the future of a country 
will depend. Hence the book is a very valu- 
able contribution to education in as much as 
it gives the right directive in the manage- 
ment and administration of Secondary 
Schools. 

We commend this book for close study by 
every cducationist.

country planning, the churches, the arts and 
sciences, the Press and broadcasting, the 
national economy, industry, transport and 
communication, public and private finance, 
trade and the balance of payments, labour 
conditions and training, and sport. 

There is a new scction at the end for visi- 
tors to Britain—notes on travel facilities, 
passports and visas, Customs duty, purchase 
tax, import of birds and animals, visitors’ 
cars and driving licences, social security 
benefits, and the health services. 

There is a coloured frontispiece of the 
Queen and the Duke of Edinburgh, as well 
as photographs ranging from the port of 
Liverpool to British breeds of dogs, from the
